BUTTE, Mont, August 20.—Advices from Missoula state that 


Wallace, Idaho, caught fire shortly after 10 o'clock tonight and 
that a frenzied exodus of the people of that mining town of 6000 
souls is in progress. 


All afternoon a special Oregon Railway and Navigation train 


has been kept in readiness in case'fire should get beyond the Bounds 
of the soldiers and forest rangers, and when it became apparent that 
the town was in grave danger the special train was the object of a 
stampede tonight when the fire reached the southern edge of Wal- 
lace and the flames began to burst forth from the roofs of buildings. 
Maddened Throngs in Street 


The streets of Wallace are blocked by an excited flight of peo- 


- pie endeavoring to carry with them much of their household goods 
which have been dropped in the streets, when from pure exhaustion 
the people could carry them no further. 


The property loss will be'heavy as Wallace contains many fine 


residences'and business blocks. The Samuels Hotel was recently 
built at a cost of $700,000. 


A message this afternoon stated that Mayor Manson had or- 


dered every able bodied man in Wallace out to fight the flames. 
The progress of the flames Is southward and the impression pre- 
vails that Mullin, the nearest town, is doomed unless the wind 
veers. 
Montana Cities in Grave Peril 


The situation in Northern Montana tonight is the worst in the 


history of the State. Two forest rangers' camps have been destroy- 
ed, horses burned and the men are missing. 


Two companies of soldiers are hurrying to the scene to assist 


Supervisor Haines in a neffort to rescue them. 


A heavily timbered section about fifteen miles in width is 


•flame tonight as the result of a stiff wind this afternoon. There 
are nineteen fires alone in the Hathead forest. 


Coeur d'Alene City, Idaho, as in grave danger tonight. Murray, 


Idaho, is also-threatened. 


RENO, Nev., Aug. 20.—The town of Loyalton is in grave dan- 


ger of being swept by the forest fire which is within one mile of the 
place. A! high wind is carrying the fire rapidly toward the town 
and the entire population and all the men from the surrounding 
lumber camps are fighting the flames.

BIG PLANT IS PARTIALLY 


DESTROYED; WATCHMAN 


BARELY ESCAPES DEATH\ 


Riot Calls for the Police and General fire Alarm 


Throws the Waterfront Section Into Panic 


Third Attempt of Incendiaries to Destroy Hie Plant; Then? 


That Labor Trouble Is Responsible for Act 


Explosion Was Heard for Blocks; Dynamite Was Placed Under- 


neath Room filled With Unfinished Work 


Dynamite exploded in the Pacific Coast Lum- 


ber. Company's mill at Second and Grove streets 
at 11 o'clocK last night- practically wrecKed the 
big plant; resulted in a riot call which brought 
a throng of police on the scene; several fire 
alarms which caused the various stations to 
rush men and apparatus to the scene, and terri- 
fied the neighborhood, throwing the residents in 
a panic. 


The watchman narrowly escaped death, ke 


having passed the spot where the big bomb ex- 
ploded but a few-moments before the concus- 
sion, which threw him several feet and aroused 
the district. 


The damage wrought by the infernal ma- 


chine is roughly estimated at $10,000, although 
it is possible the sum may be far in advance of 
this figure1.

George Bower, one of the watchmen on the grounds, had near- 


ly completed his rounds when the detonation shook the adjacen* 
territory.

their assistance was unnecessary, however, as no flames resulted 
from the explosion. On every side ruin stared the officers, who 
were at a loss to account for the exact cause, as well as to the

Narrowly Escapes Death 


"I had just about completed my rounds," 
said 
Watchman 


Bower, "and had started to ring up my clock when the explosion 
occurred. Had it been thirty seconds sooner, I would have been 
blown to atoms. In my rounds I did not see anything unusual on 
the premises and how a bomb could have been placed in the posi- 
tion necessary to have caused such disorder I cannot understand." 


Bower was assisted in the care of the mills by William Gardner, 


who also failed to notice anyone prowling about the place. Shortly 
after Gardner had passed by the main shed of the mills, the whole 
side was blown outward, window sashes and flying glass being 
spread in all directions. On the, inside of the shed all was con- 
fusion. 
Work Is in Order 


According to employes of the mills who were soon on the scent, 


the work under preparation had been left completely in order. Fol- 
lowing theThock, half finished pieces of work were, jumbled into a 
mass of wreckage entailing serious loss to the proprietors. 


Owme to the lateness of the hour which was well timed by 


those who perpetrated the explosion, no one was noticed toi leave 
the vicinity ofthe yards. No arrests were made by the officers, 
who are completely mystified.

next Senate he rep'ied with a laugh- 


"Oh, you may not find me fighting as an under 


dog. I'can get my ear as close to the ground as the 
next one, and I can shout as loud for the people as 
anybody you ever heard. You may not find me in a 
minority." 


So it is the "regulars" are running to cover and 


the reformers arc to have things their own way. Now 
will they put thrc ugh the reforms they have been 
clamoring for so long? It is one thing to clamor for 
reform when in the minority, but quite another thing 
to work out a reform when in a majority. Are we, 
for instance, to h..ve a sort of Oregon plan for the 
election of United States Senators by a direct vote of 
the people? Evidently the reformers haven't had an 
altogether satisfactory experiment in this lire, for 
Spalding, put forw ard by Boss Charlie Hardy of San 
Diego, may have 1 eaten J-idge Works on the advisory 
vote in a. majority of the legislative districts, even if 
the Judge has a plurality in the general -vote in the 
State. However, >ve soon will have an opportunity to 
see whether reformers really reform.

be the last boss left standing after the reform tidal 
wave had rolled along.

premium. The

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Western Pacific Railroad Opening. 


Tomorrow afternoon the public will witness the formal opening 


of the Western Pacific Railroad to passenger traffic, when the first 
through passenger train from Salt Lake City and piicago will ar- 


• rive here. The entry of the train ipto this city is to be duly cele- 


brated by the municipal authorities and the civic organizations, 
as-it marks the completion of another transcontinental railroad 
whose western terminus is located in Oakland. Oakland is now the 
actual terminus of four great transcontinental railroad systems, two 
of which are controlled by the Southern Pacific Company—namely, 
the Central Pacific, the Southern Pacific, the Santa Fe and the 
jWestern Pacific Railroads. 


These four railroad systems are now about to enter into a 


friendly rivalry for the upbuilding of Oakland into a great cqm- 
mercial city and its development as a port through which the bulk 
of the commerce between the United States and the Orient shall 
pass. Elaborate plans for the accommodation of this commerce are 
being perfected by these big corporations. 
They include the con- 


struction of great docks in which the largest vessels engaged in the 
transpacific trade can enter and be moored at any stage of the tide 
to receive and discharge ca<-go; the reclamation of vast areas of tide 
land; the erection of warehouses and the laying out of an elaborate 
system of railroad tracks -whereby ship and car may be brought to- 
gether on the bay shore frontage within their respective leaseholds. 
- 
These improvements will be made contemporaneously with those 
of a like character which the municipality has taken the initial steps 
to carry out, and they involve the expenditure of many more mil- 
lions than the city has «p to date obligated itself through the as- 
sumption of a bonded indebtedness to expend. 


But the significance of the event which will be celebrated-*to- 


morrow afternoon is that it constitutes a new bond between Oak- 
land and the northern and central parts of the State and opens a 


- new avenue of communication with the vast and rich and only par- 


tially developed territory King on the other side of the Sierras and 
beyond the Rocky Mountains and establishes new relations with 
the populous cities of the Eastern States. It brjngs Oakland more 
prominently than it ever has been before the eyes of the great the- 
ater of civilized human activity Iving to the east and stretching 
across the broad Atlantic whence its latter-day fame has been car- 
ried. While the line parallels the Southern Pacific tracks up the 
Sacramento valley to Oroville, it then traverses a rich virgin terri- 
tory from that point until it crosses the Sierra and enters the plains 
of Nevada, and it makes all of this new territory directly tributary 
to Oakland. It, therefore, opens new opportunities for Oakland's 
industries and business men and a field of business activity of enor- 
mous Value to Oakland's merchants if only promptly invaded and 
properly exploited. This new territory has hitherto been practically 
inaccessible and offered few inducements for settlement and the de- 
velopment of its natural resources and was, consequently, not at- 
tractive to the trader. But with a new transcontinental railroad .in- 
tersecting it the situation is altered. New settlers will flock into 
It; new towns will be founded and built up; the old-time settle-

the real inventor of a heavier-than-air machine, who was killed by a 
gust of wind upsetting his aeroplane after he had launched it into 
space. The principles which Lilienthal incorporated in his machine 
are embraced in all aeroplanes now in use. The only difference be- 
tween his aeioplane and that with which he was experimenting and 
which proved at last an instrument of death TO him, was that it had 
no artificial means of propulsion or support save that secured from 
being launched into the a.r at a ligher elevation than the landing 
point. Between the time Lilienthal was killed by a sudden gust of, 
wind and the present time the loss of more lives than the thirteen 
lecorded in the aviation irortality list have been sacrificed. Lilien- 
fhal had undoubtedly mastered the theory of aerial navigation by a 
heavier-than-air machine without artificial agencies for propulsion 
to maintain continuous flight, but the experience which cost him 
his life has not been overcome in later times by the use of motors 
as propulsory and sustaining agents, as the complete success of avi- 
a^tion is today as much as it ever was dependent upon the mainte- 
nance of the aerial machine's equilibrium. Until that problem in 
aviation is solved the certainty ot its success cannot be considered 
definitely determined.
